Progress of the Movement will be Followed with Much In- 
terest by McGill Men 




(By our special touring representative 
Toronto, Jan. 27th.— The University 
of Toronto i8 in troubled «cas at 
present. The undergraduates have 
been dissatisfied with their govern- 
ment and organisation for some 
time, and the crisis is at hand. In 
the course of the past fortnight, no 
less than live meeting of undergradu- 
ates have voiced strong and deter- 
mined protests against the existing 
conditions of affairs. An energetic 
and powerful section of the student 
body has created a progressive party 
adopting its watchword "Down with 
the old regime; let us introduce the 
era of the GREATER TORONTO." 

The movement is causing a bigger 
stir around the classic hallways of 
the 1'. ol T. than they have witness- 
ed in many a moon. The very at- 
mosphere is charged with the new 
ideas and it is safe to predict that 
there will be drastic changes in the 
near future. The point of particular 
interest to McGill is that the re- 
formers arc using McGill as their 
model. One of th»- lirst pamphlets is- 
sued contained these statements 
among others: 



"Wake up Varsity; you are twenty 
years behind McGill: Are you not 
ashamed when you realise that the 
McGill Daily contains more real live 
'Varsity news than our own paper? 

"Old Toronto will never regain her 
athletic supremacy until she adopts 
the methods in vogue at McGill." 

What we need and what we shall 
have:— A student council and complete 
i student autonomy; A good Union; A 
regular newspaper; Better athletic 
organization." — 

"Come on Varsity, show them we 
can do it In the honor of U. & T. 
, The forces of conservatism arc 
j somewhat demoralised by the 
strength of the new body, and the 
changes indicated in the propaganda 
are on a fair way to be realised, des- 
pite official opposition. 

McGill has shown the way to the 
Universities of the Dominion in the 
matt',- of the successful organiza- 
tion of undergraduated affairs. It is 
a credit to the good sense and the 
progressive ideals of the members of 
the university community at Toron- 
to that they have realised the signi- 
ficance of this,

The House was called to order 
sharply at 8.4T> p.m. Several iiuee- 
tions were asked the members of the 
Conservative Cabinet and in most 
instances these were answered very 
satisfactorily . 

Mr. Oliver questioned the right of 
ono of the members of the Govern- 
ment to Vote. This point was sus- 
tained by the speaker. 

Premier Walsh opened the debate 
by introducing a Bill t,, be known as 
the Naval Act. Mr. Walsh then read 
this Bill which is as follows: 
An Act tc authorise measures for in- 
creasing the effective naval forces of 
the Empire. 

Wis Majesty, by and with the ad- 
vico and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, en- 
acts as follows: 

1. This Act may be cited as "The 
Naval Aid Act." 

2. From and out of the Consolid- 
ated Revenue Fund of Canada there 
may be Paid and applied a sum not 
exceeding thirty-live million dollars 
for the purpose of Immediately in- 
creasing the effective naval forces of 
the Umpire. 

3. The said sum shall be used and 
applied under the direction of the 
Governor in Council in the construc- 
tion and equipment of battleships or 
armoured cruisers of the most mod- 
ern and powerful type. 

4. The said ships when constructed 
and equipped shall be placed by the 
Governor In Council at the disposal 
of His Mnjesty for the common de- 
fence of the Empire. 



5. The said sum shall be paid, us- 
ed and applied and the said ships 
shall be constructed and placed at 
the disposai of His Majesty subject 
to terms, conditions and arrange- 
ments as may be agreed upon be- 
tween the Governor in Council and 
Mis Majesty's Government. 

Ho emphasized the fact that this 
Policy Was not intended as a perman- 
ent policy. He then went on to ex- 
press his idea that the emergency 
was very urgent. That England was 
bankrupt and that she needed the 
ontribution. 

Mr. HllgcBScn was the lirst speaker 
lor the Opposition, lie proceeded to 
how that there was no emergency. 
■1c read the Bill passed in Ottawa in 
909. Trade is curtailed when there 
is an emergency. The trade of Eng- 
land has been increasing rapidly. 
Canada is at the present time ob- 
taining money from England with 
which to improve the Toronto gar- 
jlwigc system. 

Mr. MncNaughton, last year leader 
of the Conservative Tarty was the 
next speaker. He spoke strongly in 
nvor of the emergency idea. In re- 
turn for the ships to be given we are 
to obtain ., voice in imperial affairs. 
He stated that Canada at the time 
of the Imperial Conference would 
have nothing whatever to do with 
proposals put forward to her. He 
asked if this redounded creditably for 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Mr. Keeping, a member of the Op- 
position, was the next speaker. Ho

the Canadian hoy, who is the world's 
greatest all-round swimmer, and to 

study his stroke. Among tllo'e pre 
si nt was .lames H. Sterret, ûrganiz 
er of the Philadelphia Swimming club 
who has written the following about 
the young champion, 

Hodgson is both a first class short 
distance swimmer and at the top of 
the heap at the longer events, us his 
recent performances • and nre.it rec- 
ords testify. For short races he uses 
the crawl stroke, while at the dis- 
tince events be swims the double- 
over-arm, more frequently spoken of 
as the trudgeon, 

In swimming the 'crawl' the Cana- 
dian can be compared most to Harry 
Hebner. of the Chicago Athletic club, 
one of this country's foremost speed 
swimmers, with the exception that be 
keeps his face lower in the water. 
When going at his greatest speed he 
swims about tive strokes on each 
breath and can be compared in this 
lutter respect to C. M. Daniels. His 
arm action in the 'crawl' is not so 
wide as many of our American swim- 
mers and his pull Is very direct and 
positive. The power is applied at th i 
beginning of the stroke and his re- 
covery of arms made before boing 
carried as far back as the average 
•crawl' method. 

Dut it is the study of his double- 
over-arm stroke, the method which 
made him famous throughout the 
world, that is most interesting. For 
comparison he is nearest like Dick 
("avili, the Australian, who had all 
the cieat swimmers at his mercy in 
bis time, Like most of th • fast 
swimmers who use this method, h ■ 
keeps more pn his right side th m on 
his breast and has the decided inside 
pull with his under arm. pulling it 
part way down, hut n it Su far as t > 
interfere with him matin,; n qfuick 
recovery. He do s not get the left 
shoulder in the water, but always 
keeps the left or uppci arm clear, 
swinging over quickly from a very de- 
cided alternate action, putting ths 
ths left baud and arm in the water 
and pulling with them at the very 
of the stroke instead of 
tli<> middle 0 r at the end , f the pull, 
as is so often seen in other swimmers 
Fir these reasons the positive part 
of lus action is more pronounced than, 
the average swimmer, and he travels 
faster than he appears to be going

A BRILLIANT ADDR'SS 
TO MINING SOCIETY 
ON SUBJECT OF PEAT 

Mr. A. Anrep, who is at present In 
charge of Canadian Government work 
iu connection With peat, delivered a 
very interesting lecture on "The Var- 
ious Uses and Manufacture of Peat", 
before the Mining Society last night 
in the Chemistry and Mining Build- 
ing. The lecture was Illustrated with 
lantern slides showing the various 
kinds of peat, and Its manufacture in 
Canada and Sweden. 

The lecturer described th" varieties 
of pent and po.it bogs, ana the ex- 
cavation and manufacture of it. The 
mosses which form the peat are used 

in many countries for litter, and ag- 
Icultural purposes. 

He particularly hoped that th" in- 
dustry in Canada would assume 
greater proportions, and pointed out 
that, although 86,000 acres of peat 
lands have been Investigated in Can- 
ada, the industry is only In its in- 
fancy, since there are :i7,0t)0 square 
miles of peat areas in the Dominion.
